Not  many  days  ago,  io  the  Home  of  As- 
sembly, Messrs.  Buroaby,  Franklin,  Young, 
uad  Soutbgate  were  boistetous  in  tbeir  efforts 
to  proteot  tha  free  port— they  bad  nailed 
their  colors  to  the  msst,  and  they  were  ready 
to  go  down  with  the  ship.  It  was  indeed 
free  port  or  death.  The  other  members,  at 
least  those  who  Toted  for  the  Union  Evolu- 
tions, were  taunted  with  being  recreant  to 
their  pledges,  and  afraid  to  trust  tha  issue  to 
the  country.

Tbe  following  was  the  address  of  Mr 

DeCosmos  to  the  dense  meeting  of  Electors 
assembled  in  the  theatie  on  Monday  night. 

Mr.  DeCosmos,  who  wns  received  with 
thunders  of  applause,  commenced  tuking  off 

his  overcoat,  which  teemed  to  betoken  that 
be  was  going  ieto  tha  business  in  earnest,  and 
afforded  uiu.fi  amusement  to  tho  audience. 

He  said— Ho  pulled  off  bis  coat  like  a 
working  man  [cures].    There  Was  need  tor 
work  to  beat  the  tree  port  a.eu.    He  had 
beco  told  that  one  was  giving  bis  $20.  an. 
other  bis  *40,  and  so  on,  to  keep  tbe  free 
port.  VThey  did  not  care  for  bakers,  cabinet 
makers, .  wagon  makers,  carpenters,  or  any 
thin:  of  Hie  kiod.  "The  retention  of  the  free 
port  at  all  haaards  waa  tbeir  sole  object. 
(Hear.)    He  would  say  tbat  he  had  no  leel- 
ing  against  any  man  whether  he  was  a  work- 
iog  man  or  was  engaged  in  commerce.  He 
would  say  to  all  go  and  prosper.  Hitherto 
commerce  alooe  had  been  represented  in  Ibis 
oountry  [hear,  bear]  and  unless  we  devoted 
our  attention  lo  the  fostering  of  other  inter- 
ests we  could  never  expect  ihe  country  to 
prosper.    For  seven  yeara  be  bad  contended 
oon'iuuously  for  union— to  have  British  Col- 
umbia an  integral  portion  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land and  tics  versa.    Ha  had  ulwuya  regarded 
Ibe  gold  of  that  colony  as  Ihe  life  blood  of 
ibis  colony — that  was  Victoria.    When  be 
was  a  oandiddte  lor  the  representation  of  tbe 
city  in  '63,  he  stated  in  his  address  that  be 
waa  in  favor  of  union  on  suoh  terms  as  would 
be  satisfactory.    He  believed  in  the  country 
being  governed  by   the   majority.  '  (Hear, 
hear)    In  ltt03  he  had  made  an  effort  to 
carry  the  union  of  rtie  colonies  through  tho 
House,  but  some  were  in  favor  of  a  Legisla 
1  live  union,  some  a  federal  union,  and  others 
no  union  at  all,  like  the  gentlemen  on  Wharf 
street  [hear,  hear]  thongb  even  Wharf  street 
waa  by  no  means  unittd  on  tho  question  as 
tbey  would  find.    The  union  measure  was 
consequently  thrown  out,  but  it  had  come 
again  before  the  House  this  session  and  the 
federal  resolations  were  passed.    It  was  now 
stated  that  ihey  were  not  the  resolations  that 
were  wanted.    New  Westminster  men  who 
were  apparently  bowling  for  disunion  had 
told  hiw  that  it  tbey  bad  Legislative  uniou 
tbey  would  be  satisfied. 

(The  speaker  here  putook  of  some  refresh- 
ment  aud  drank  to  tbe  health  of  uniou. 
(Laughter.) 

He  then  spoke  of  the  Estimates  and  in- 
formed bis  bearers  tbat  the  Government  were 
not  to  be  held  responsible  for  all  the 
items  wbich  figured  in  the  budget. 
Some  of  tbem  had  emanated  from 
tho — Hetrae — of — Assembly — and — trot — tmr 
Eieoutive,  and  some  from  other  sources. 
Tbe  Federal  resolutions  passed  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  of  ibe  House  of  Assembly, 
and  which  bad  been  assailed  by  bis  oppon- 


ents and  called  everything  tbat  was  abomi- 
nable were  tbe  result  of  those  estimates. 
Mr.  DeCosmos  here  read  and  made  passing 
comments  on  tbe  resolutions).  When  tbe 
last  resolution  was  before  tbe  Honse  ihe  hon. 
member  for  Metcbosio  and  Esquimalt,  Mr. 
Burnaby,  proposed  that  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  be  requested  to  dissolve  tbe  House. 
Mr.  Yoang,  bis  present  opponent,  rose  to 
second  il,  not  that  be  was  anxious  to  go  to 
the  country — and  they  would  show  him  so 
on  Saturday  [loud  applause},  but  because  be 
was  desirous  of  showing  a  little  factious  op 
position,  of  which  he  always  kept  a  large 
stock  on  band  (laughter).  Tbe  cupporters 
of  tbe  resolutions  were  naoused  of  not  repre 
sentingtbe  feelings  of  th  ir  constituents,  and 
he  (Mr.  DeO.)  then  offered,  if  bia  boii.  ex- 
colleague  would  do  tbe  same,  to  go  to  the 
people  on  the  question  and  teat  it  ;  for  he 
was  not  afraid  to  appeal  to  the  country,  feel 
ing  that  be  bad  always  endeavored  to  do  bis 
duty  faithfolly  [hear,  hear].  The  next 
morning,  to  his  astonishment,  be  observed  a 
challenge  in  ibe  Chronicle  inserted  by  Mr. 
Young,  calling  upon  bim  to  resign  on  the 
question  of  a  tat  iff  with  20  percent  duty  ;  be 
bad  never  uttered  a  word  about  a  20  per 
cent.  duty.  The  upshot  was  that  he  bad  re- 
signed with  Mr.  Young  upon  the  Union  reso- 
lutions alone,  and  there  they  were. 

[Some  interruption  here  occurred  from 
some  person  io  the  nit — cries  of  turn  him 
out,  he's  a  free-portsrj. 

Mr.  DeCosmos— No  matter,  gentlemen, 
we'll  carry  that  free- porter  on  his  own  bier 
on  election  day  (applause). 

Tbe  speaker  then  procsoded  to  no  ice  Mr. 
Young's  address  whioh  be  had  just  seen. 
•Cries  of  "  read  it.")    It  put  him  forcibly  in 
mind  of  Paddy's  definition  of  nothing — "  a 
loot  less  stocking  without  a  leg."    (Laaghter ) 
Mr.  DeC.  road  tbe  address  whioh  afforded 
much  merriment,  (speoially  the  introductory 
lines  stating   tbat  tbe  ex-member  "  was 
known  by  bis  works."   Il  was  a  fact  worthy 
of  particular  attention  tbat  the  great  question 
of  free  port  wbich  that  gentlemen  was  con- 
testing had  not  been  touched  upon  by  him 
bis  addreas  at  all.    ( Laughter.)  The  other 
day  on  meeting  tbe  gentleman  in  the  street 
he  (Mr.  DeC.)  was  maoh  astonished  to  hear 
him  say  that  be  was  not  opposed  to  union. 
Laughter.)    When  that  gentleman  waa  run- 
ning for  tbe  House  ho  rMr.  DeC.)  worked 
hard  to  get  bim  iu,  and  why  ?  because  he 
pledged  himself  lo  vote  for  union,  but  had 
ie(Mr.  DeC.)  known  that  tbe  hon.  gentle- 
man would  turu  round  he  should  not  have 
walked  round  the  oorner  to  help  him.  Tbe 
peaker  next  went  into  statistics  and  quoted 
figures  from  our  recent  annual  returns  to 
show  tbe  nature  and  value  of  our  exports, 
and  tbat  the  principal  portion  of  those  ex- 
ports consisted  of  Nanaimo  coal,  fura  dead 
Chinamen    and    other    home  productions. 
He  would  refer  to  his  hon.  friend  Mr.  Fin- 
layton  as  a  gentleman  wbo,  after  ten  years' 
experience  of  onr  free  port,  was  to-day  hearl 
ily  in  favor  of  Union  and  a  tariff  (applause) 
He  (Mr.  DeCosmos)  was  walking  up  Yates 
srday  and  met  with  Mr.  Nesbiti, 
tbe  bakes,  wbo  told  bim  that  although  he  sup 
died  both  British  Columbia  and  the  navy 
lere.with  his  bread  he  only  required  two  men 
to  do  it.    Thanks  to  our  liberal  free  port  the 
Americans  across  tbe  sound  sent  all  the  rest 
applause).  Tbis  ho  thought  shbwed  conclus- 
ively tbe  working  of  the  free  port  in  build- 
ing up  foreigners  at  tbe  expense  of  our  local 
industries,  and  that  the  free  port  was  not 
what  its  founders  and  supporters  would  lead 
ns  to  imagine.    L?t  ns  look  for  a  moment  at 
he  monetary  value  of  the  free  port.    If  the 
free  port,  valu'd  by  dollars  and  cents,  would 
bo  worth  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to 
as  it  would  be  our  aim  to  keep  it,  but  not 
tberwiso.    Ha  would  tell  them  what  the 
free  port, eras  worth.   Imagine  Ibe  trade  of 
tbe  two  colonies  to  be  $4,000,000,  of  whioh 
som  it  falls  considerably  short ;  if  a  tariff 
were  imposed  say  of  ten  per  cent  ,81000,000 
worth  of  goods  out  of  bond  would  do  all  the 
business  of  both  colonies.    This  would  re- 
quire, at  10  per  cent.,  $100,000  lo  pay  Ihe 
duty.    British  Columbia  pays  one  hall  of 
this,  which  reduces  it  to  $50,000  to  pay  the 
duties;  tbis  at  I}  per  cent  per  mouth  would 
be  $9,000,  and  that  was  tbe  value  of  the  free 
mrt  measured  by  dollars  and  oents(applause) 
he  value  of  the  free  port  of  Victoria  was 
he  interest  on  the  amount  of  money  required 
o  pay  tbe  du.ici  ou  the  trade  of  tbe  colony, 
le  looked  on  this  colony  as  il  he  owned  it 
laughter)  and  tbat  was  thi  way  for  a  statos- 
rasn  to  look  at  it.    Well  if  out  of  this  colony 
to  save  aoir.e  $9000  he  drove  away  20  men  < 
from  Corin's  Mill  and  100  or  200  from  Alber- 
ni,  and  29  from  Sooko,  he  was  doing  a  very 
suioidal  thing.   Twenty  men  at  $500  a  year 
was  $10,000,  or  more  than  tba  wholo  value 
of  the  free  port.   (Applause).    He  would 
now  go  to  the  external  relations  of  Vancou- 
ver Island.    He  woald  go  to  Washington 
Territory,  where  tbe  pol:oy  of  thoir  legisla- 
tion was  to  develop  and  protect  their  native 
ndustry,  and  that  waa  what  we  should  do 
here.   (Applause).  Look  at  tha  whole  coast 
line  of  British   Colombia.    So  for  British 
Columbia  has  treated  us  on  honorable  com  - 
meieial  principles.    Bat  what  would  be  the 
future  polioy  of  British  Columbia  if  we  do 
not  nave  union  t    It  will  be  as  hostile  to  us 
as  that  or  Washington  Territory.   Tbey  had 
lately  passed  a  differential  doty  on  gold, 
making  the  miner  pay  more  For  bringing 
down  his  dust  bere  than  for  having  it  assayed 
tbere.    But  that  waa  but  a  trifle.    By  im- 
posing a  duty  on  the  invoice  value  of  im- 
>orts  at  tbe  plaee  of  shipment,  goods  passing 
through  Victoria  would  cost  $5  on  the  «100, 
more  than  by  shipping  direct  to  New  West- 
minster.   British  Columbia  proposed  to  es- 
diroot  trade  to  Now  Westminster 


on  tbe  establish^  and  the  free  port  gentlemen  here  bowled  amen  ! 

o    J  Ha  wonW  speak  to  amy  nan  in  Victoria 


who  owned  a  town  lot,  which  as  they  well 
knew  they  could  not  take  on  tbeir  baok  and 
Jirry  away.    The  polioy  of  British  Co- 
lumbia would  end  in  diverting  Ibe  trade  Irom 
Victoria  to  New  Westminster  and  leave  us 
only  ourdomeatic  trade.  If  that  trade  could 
bo  diverted  by  honorable  and  fair  means  he 
would  say  let  it  go;  4>ut  if  by  hostile  legis 
lution  in  British  Columbia  and  by   tbe  ig- 
norance aud  stupidity  of  certain  pinple  bere 
it  was  a  very  different  thing.    A  gentleman 
in   New    Westminster   informed  him  last 
night  that  one  of  the  largest  firms  in  thst 
city,   representing   $100,000   or  $2O0s3OO 
capital,  intended  to  lay  on  a  shin  direct  from 
San  Franoisco  to  New  Westminster  unit  go 
paat  this  port.    If  Ibis  was  done  already 
under  their  new  tariff*,  where  would  Victoria 
be  iq  three  or  four  years  (hear,  bear).  Looks 
ing  at  the  statistics  of  last  year,  over  $1,000 
000  of  goods  were  imported  from  San  Fran 
cisoo,  of  whioh  more  than  two-thirds  went 
to  British  Columbia.

Tbe  gentlemen  wbo  said  '*  wake"  showed  that 
tbey  really  were  all  a-wake  (laughter).  He 
would  show   what  taxes-  tbe   importer  -  of 
Vancouver  island  paid  for  tho  last  six  months. 
He  bad  gone  into  the  figures  and  had  found 
that  nil  the  importers  of  Vancouver  Island 
only  paid  $3212  and  3  can's  (sensation). 
This  was  all   the  lazes  contributed  by  tbe 
importers  ot  Wharf  atreet  aud  elsewhere. 
Why,  be  himself  before  he  sold  out  tbe 
Colonist  newspaper  bad  paid  in  one  year 
$500  of  taxes— one-twelfth  of  all  taxes  paid 
by  Wharf  street  merchants  (hear,  hearL  He 
maintained  thai  Vancouver  Island  bad  done 
her  fnll  share  in  developing  British  Columbia, 
and  having  done  this  it  was  our  right  lo  ask 
that  colony  to  listen  to  our  propositions.  We 
did  not,  as  some  free  port  men  would  pictuto, 
approach  that  oolony  in  an  abjeol  manner 
(applause).    He  would  appeal  to  the  citizens 
of  Victoria  whether  tbey  wished  lo  be  a 
separate  and  distinct  colony,  or  to  be  one, 
and  he  had  nn  dnuht  that  at  tba  polls  shortly 


ibey  wou'l  place  the  union  '  candidate's 
ahead  ot  all  opposition.  He  would  now 
briefly  allude  to  the  remark  made  agaiost  the 
gentleman  who  preceded  him.  It  bad  been 
urged  against  that  gentleman  that  be  had 
voted  for  separating  the  colonies.  Admitting 
that  it  was  true,  wbiob  he  did  not  believe, 
was  he  half  so  bad  as  those  mea  who  were 
spending  tboir  money  lo  keep  the  colonies 
separate?  (Applause.)  He  would  sty  of 
Mr.  M'Clure  tbat  he  was  the  best  newspaper 
writer  in  tbe  colony  ;  he  was  like  himself  a

Clause).  One  great  advantage  of  uuion  would 
e  that  all  the  coast  of  British  Columbia 
would  be  protected  from  foreign  bottoms 
(applause)  ;  and  he  would  remind  tbe  electors 
of  the  blow  lately  struck  by  British  Columbia 
at  our  coasting  trade.  In  bia  firm  opinion 
now  was  the  time  tor  the  people  of  Vanvouver 
Islaod  to  put  shoulder  to  shoulder  and  athke 
for  union.  If  we  did  not  obtain  union  now 
ibe  country  districts  would  soon  compel  us  to 
impose  a  tariff  without  union,  and  wo  would 
be  left  with  only  our  domestic  trade  to  depend 
on  (applause).  He  eould  say  much  more 
but  their  tirao  was  passing,  so  he  would  eon 
oludo  by  offering  to  answer  any  questions 
any  one  might  choose  to  ask.  (Continued 
applause.) 

Loud  calls  were  made  for  "ooflee,"  ••  chic- 
ory," tic,  but  tbat  renowned  champion  ol  tbe 
free  port,  although" present,  did  not  show  up. 

Mr.  Lay/ell  asked  on  wuat.terms  Mr.  De- 
Cosmos  proposed  to  unite  with  British  Col- 
umbia ? 

Mr.  DeCosmos  was  obliged  to  Mr.  Layzell 
for  reminding  him  of  so  important  a  consid- 
eration. He  would  speak  particularly  to  the 
ears  of  the  free  port  gentlemen  who  were 
present. 

A  Voice — Can  you  aeo  one  !  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  DeCosmos — Ob,  tbey  have  very  long 
ears  (load  laughter).  Well,  by  a  union  we 
would  bave  only  one  Governor  and  one  staff 
of  oOiaials,  and  one  Legislative  Council,  one 
House  of  Assembly.  We  would  have  a 
bench  of  judgea  lo  wbich  appeal*  could  be 
made,  instead  of  being  confined  tosjhe  mere 
say-so  ot  one  man  (applause).  In  addition, 
we  would  have  no  capiasing  of  British  Col- 
umbians (lond  applause).  These  were  some 
of  the  conditions— how  did  Mr.  Layzell  like 
them  (applause  and  laughter).  And  now 
Governor  Kennedy  was  bere  to  govern  the 
colony  in  accordance  with  the  well  under- 
stood wishes  of  ihe  people,  and  he  firmly  be- 
lieved that  Governor  Kennedy  would  do  all 
in  his  powe>  to  bring  about  a  union  (ap- 
plause). Tbere  was  no  suoh  word  as"  uncon- 
ditional" in  the  resolutions,  wbioh  he  would 
read  to  show  that  this  was  tha  case. 

Mr.  Layzell  nskedsaJ^rT  Mr.  DeCosmos 
proposed  to  place  thfPRpital  ? 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  as  a  Violorian  of 
course  bo  would  propose  Victoria ;  Now 
Westminster  waa  perhaps  more  central ;  but 
ho  would  propose  to  locate  tbe  capital  where 
tho  m  mi  people  were  and  tbe  best  aooomaio- 
daiion  for  the  Government" (applause). 

An  Elector  asked  what  he  proposed  to  do 
with  Ihe  unimproved  lands  ? 

Mr. 'DeCosmos  said  whenever  ho  found  any 
really  unimproved  lands  in  tbe  vicinity  ol 
Victoria  held  for  the  purpose  of  speculation 
he  would  pile  on  the  tazes  on  thai  land  ! 
(Applause.) 

A  Voice — Wbat  about  the  Indian  reserve? 

Mr  Dccosmos — Wby,  remove  tho  Indians, 
to  be  sure,  aud  put  white  men  on  it  in  their 
stead  (applause). 

Tbe  honorable  gentleman  sat  down  amid 
tremendous  and  continued  applause.

On  Deo.  15th  the  Bank  reduced  the  rule 
of  discount  from  7  to  6  per  cent.  This  may 
fairly  be  regarded  as  a  proof  that  commercial 
and  monetary  affaira  were  more  healthy  than 
ihey  were  a  fow  months  baok. 

It  was  reported  by  tbe  Murning  Post  that 
Parliament  wonld  assemble  early  in  February 
for  tho  dispatch  ot  business 

The  Earl  of  Darby  was  gradually  recover- 
ing, though  he  experienced  a  relapse, -and 
was  enfeebled  t  a  a  tew  days,  yel  subsequently 
there  was  a  change  lor  the  better.  Tbe  noble 
earl  was,  however,  noi  sufficiently  recovered 
to  leave  his  room.

Colooel  Jervois,  C.B.,  R.K.,  Deputy  Di- 
rector of  Fortifications,  has  just  returned  to 
England  from  a  lour  in  the  British  North 
American  Provinces,  where  he  bat  baen 
employed  on  a  special  mission  to  advise  the 
localj  government  oo  Ibe  defence  of  Canada. 
Tbe  Canadian  papers  state  tbat  the  scheme

Ihe  understanding  that  Great  Itrilaiu  is  to 
share  the  expense. 

Tbe  Morning  Herald  says  that  one  of  tbe
